Willie I've got sane spare space, It's tine to kick around some variant 
ideas, I don't exactly plan on running a game using any of these in 
the near future > unless something big comes up (something along the 
lines of STAB OF THE CENTURY » perhaps? Too bad Hanson & Petersen are 
gone - I wonder what the Lang leys would say...), mainly because I have 
enough genes planned as it is , but here goes : 

1) Is 18 a large enough SC count for a win? Why not play on until 
somebody cones up with AIX 34 SCs? True, it has some drawbacks - 
it would take forever to play post ally, and in most cases it would 
be impossible to achieve. (Well, maybe not in most casev, but there 
are a lot of stalemate lines.) 

2) Personally, I don't think the current convoy system has enough , 
deviousnese — or accuracy, for that matter (maybe "realism" Is 

a better word) — to make this a real good game. Not only that, 

but nobody can figure out a decent way to handle "multiple routes'* * [ 

Here's my plan; if an army wishes to convoy, it is given an order 

to move to a sea space containing a fleet (not to its ultimate 

destination, ae is the current case) ; that fleet is given a convoy 

order from the army's starting point to tha destination (if it's 

adjacent to the fleet) or to a fleet adjacent to the fleet given 

this order (if the destination isn't adjacent to the fleet being given 

the order ) . Each fleet is given a convoy order from one adjacent 

area (either a sea area or the army's starting point) to another 

(either a sea area, or the army's destination). 

Here's the important point: the army to be convoyed Isn't given 
a destination - the destination is determined by the chain of fleets. 
If foreign fleets are involved in the convoy , this may not be the 
destination the player owning the army intended! 

For examples ?. 

ENGLAND: a Lon-Nth t F Nth C A LoxwNwy would convoy A Lon to Nth via 
F Nth. 

FRANCE: A Bre-Mid, F Mid C A Bre-Wes, F Ves C A Mid-Tun convoys A Bre 
to Tun via F Uid & F Was, Note that F Was convoyed from the 
location of the fleet immediately before it in the convoy 
chain. 

RUSSIA i A Stp-Bar, P Bar C A Stp-Mwg, F Mmo C A mW-LTOt 

GERMANY: F itorg C RUSSIAN A Bar-Nth, F Nth C HU&SlAN A ftwg-Bol. 
Here , Russia expected Germany to order F Mwg to convoy from Bat to 
IVUl ~ however t the German fleet took the Russian army and ran to Nth 
(i*e« the German fleet convoyed the Russian army from Bar to Nth), 
where F Nth took over and convoyed the army to Holl Now THAT'S 
what I call a STAB 1 (But why would Germany convoy Russia to Bol?) 

3) Don't you Just hate It when people use abbreviations for names on 
the Diplomacy map? This isn't a rule change - I also think that 
writing out full names all the time gets tiring, {But make sure 
the GH knows what the abbreviations stand for J Remember "Tro" by 
Keith Sherwood in VOICE OF DOOM?)
